A move by the Federal gov­ 
ernment to force all states to 
pay up to 52 weeks unemploy­ 
ment benefits by a 96 6 percent 
tax increase is strongly opposed 
by the nation’s independent busi­ 
ness proprietors. The just com­ 
pleted vote on a bill pending in 
Congress to accomplish this re­ 
sult is opposed b> 88 percent, 
with 12 percent in favor, and 
none undecided. 
It is seldom that with any is­ 
sue voted on by the nationwide 
m embership there are not some 
businessmen who express them ­ 
selves as undecided on the m er­ 
it? of the proposal 
The bill voted on. Senate Bill 
No. 1542 by Senator Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy of Minnesota, would re­ 
quire all states to raise the tax 
they assess employers for unem­ 
ployment insurance 3-10th's at 
1 percent to perm it the Federal 
government to continue send­ 
ing for anolhf*i 26 weeks checks 


to the unemployed, after they 
have received from the state 
payment for the first 26 week?, 
which is mandatory under the 
present law. 
While it is publicized that this 
would only raise the tax on the 
erap loyer'i payroll by Less than 
one-third of one per cent gen­ 
erally overlooked by the public 
at large is the fact that the mea- 
ure also provides for this total 
tax to be paid on the first &520U 
in annual wages, instead aI the 
present Federal requirem ent of 
$3000. Thus in states which have 
not voted addition "'upplementa! 
benefits above the minimum 
present Federal requirement*, 
instead of the tax being 3 per 
cent on $3000 paid out, it would 
be 3 3 percent on 5200. or an in­ 
crease of $96 6 percent. 
The m easure would ai&o guar­ 
antee all unemployed at the out­ 
set 5o percent of the usual wages 
;n benefit paym ents, with pians 
to raise this to 66 2-3 percent of 
their usual wages eventually. 
At the present tim e, some 
states do collect from employer* 
the unemployment tax on a high­ 
er am ount of wages than the 
minumum tax required by Fed­ 
eral law , and then extend unem­ 
ployment paym ents for 13 weeks 
beyond the Federal requirem ent 
of 26 weeks, although this is not 
obligatory. 
Hie propo.-eu m easure, how­ 
ever, would give the unemployed 
in efiect, 26 weeks of unem­ 
ployment checks by the state, 
and the rest of the year the 
checks would be paid out of the 
lunds of the U.S. Trasury, col­ 
lected from employers 
Employees do not contribute 
anything to the unemployment 
insurance 
fund. Recently 
the 
Federation members have voted 
on proposals to m ake it m anda­ 
tory that half the payroll tax 
collected for th-s purpose be de­ 
ducted from the worker’* pay 
checks, 
as social 
security 
is 
handled. The independent busi­

more conscious oi the fact that 
unemployment paym ents are not 
a gratuity provided from anon­ 
ymous sources, and thus engen­ 
der in them a greater sense cf 
reponsibihty and greater aw are­ 
ness of the costs of "chiseling" 
on unemployment benefits. 
The bill would also force unem­ 
ployment 
insurance 
taxes 
on 
businesses having as few as one 
employee, as well as employees 
of non-profit organizations, to 
bring over 3,000,000 more people 
mto the program. 
Raising the em ployer’s payroll 
tax for unemployment could con­ 
ceivably have the effect of cre­ 
ating more unemployment. 
The late President Kennedy 
was quite forceful in his state­

Obviously, any business man­ 
agement, in deciding whether or 
not to automate processes, first 
takes into consideration wheth­ 
er or not the savings on labor 
costs will offset the investment 
required for automation equip­ 
ment.
